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facta being true, the owners of said 
' building, whether they continue to be 
trustee! of aaid district or not, may 
continue to rent the building to the 
school and it is entirely with them as 
individuals as to whether they make a 
deed of the property to the district at 
such time when the sum total of nnnual 
rentals paid by the district shall equal 
the purchase price and interest. On the 
other hand if the bonds are issued, ev- 
ery dollar set aside to create a sinking 
fund (and the board has at present 
about $500) instead of being expended 
as now, in rental, will be a guarantee 
to the property holders of the district 
that their money is being invested in a 
property always worth its cost. There 
is no hope of ever getting rid of a tax 
for a graded school in Hustonville. The 
people have spoken at a regular elec- 
tion two years ago and the majority 
wanted the school. Now the question 
of sound business policy is this: Issue 
Ismds whereby the property can be 
owned at once by the whole people and 
the tax can be reduced in eight or 10 
fail to issue bonds and continue
